The state of 
things: in this country, especially in these. provinces, is considerably worse, as may 
be.expected. People usually take water for drinking and all other purposes from 
rivers, wells-and tanks, but all these. sources are polluted in one way oranother. It 
appears from the Sanitary Commissioner's Report that. in these Provinces the 
mortality was 31°'14 per thousand last. year, which is obviously a high death _ rate, 
and is due to want of satisfactory sanitary arrangements. All honour is due to 
the Local Government which, with a view to. reduce the heavy mortality and 
improve the public health, is anxious to: introduce various sanitary measures such 
as the. Water-Supply Bill, the Drainaye Bill, the Lodging-House Bill and the 
Village Sanitation Bill, and: immediately disperses large gatherings of people threat-.
